Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3, 5, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 3 and 1 6-31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 13 and 21 have been indicated allowable because the prior art of record 
fails to disclose either singly or in combination the claimed device of a prefilled syringe 
where the threaded section remains with the finger support and does not move relative 
to the syringe barrel when meshed with the rod thread.
